“The letter to which public atten- 
tion is directed was a private letter 
written by Emperor Charles to a rel- 
ative (Prince Sixtus of Bourbon) and 
conveyed by him to President Poin- 
care and the French Premier under | 
seal of the strictest secrecy, but with 
no permission to communicate it to) 
any one except the Sovereign and 
Premier of this country. The letter | 
was communicated to the French 
and English Premiers under these 
pledges. 

“While I cannot conceive of a 
more inconvenient method of dealing 
with a great transaction, the incon- 
venience in this case was not due to 
any wish on the part of the British 
Government or the British Premier. 
Directly you depart from the ord!i- 
nary method of conducting interna- 
tional affairs, you land yourself in 
inevitable difficulties. 

In America at Time. 

“I was in America at the time of 
these transactions, and as they were |. 
over when I returned, I did not go 
‘nto them as intimately as I might 
have done.”

FOR WINNING THE WAR. 

When the delegation from the Mississippi Val- 
ley goes to Washington to urge the Government 
tw utilize the waterways of the valley so that all 
its resources may be drawn upon for the winning 
of the war and the railroads may be relieved of 
crushing freight burdens, there should be no 
appeal to sentiment except that of patriotic will 
to victory. 3 

Important as the progress and prosperity of the 
valley, the developing and utilizing of its vast 
resources, are to the whole country at all times, 
the people of the valley are not asking that its in- 
dustry and trade be promoted and extended in 
order that their profits and their wealth be in- 
creased, but in order that the whole nation 
may be served in the one paramount national 
concern—the winning of the war. 
|For all practical purposes the coal supply of 
the valley is unlimited. In the St. Louis district 
alone coal enough can be mined for all the in- 
dustries the Government needs for war pur- 
poses, if there were cars to receive and haul it. 

The valley produces grain and cotton in enor- 
mous quantities. It is rich in iron, lead, zinc 
and other ores. ‘Its lumber resources are enor- 
mous. Its treasures of coal and raw mate- 
rials have scarcely been touched. % 

Now the vital question is transportation. The 
railroads are unable to haul the coal, raw mate- 
rials and finished products. We had a coal fam- 
ine last year, and unless extraordinary means are 
taken to relieve the car shortage, we shall have 
another coal famine next winter, resulting in idle 
mills and idle hands and cold homes. . 

The railroads of the East, where the great war 
industries are concentrated, are congested, ‘the 
ports are congested and labor is scarce. Coal 
and raw materials and labor must be hauled long 
distances to supply the mills, thus intensifying the 
shortage and the inadequacy of railroad facili- 
ties. | : 
The valley has great waterways, capable of car- 


ter. The tonnage which the Mississippi River and 
tributarieS can carry to the sea is measured only 
by the number of boats that may be built and 
operated. 

With boats co-operating with railroads, the val- 
ley rivers can relieve the railroads of vast ton- 
nage and an enormous mileage of haul. Much 
of the freight from industrial districts and river- 
bank stations can be handled without railroad 
hauls. 

Even without the utilizing of the waterways, it 
would be the part of wisdom to bring the indus- 
tries to the coal, the raw materials and the labor 
of the valley, but with the waterways the Gov- 
ernment will vastly increase both transportation 
and production. These are the vital necessities 
for war. It will make time in getting supplies to 
the front and time is a vital factor in victory, in 
shortening the war and reducing its cost in life 
and treasure. 

We are not pleading for the valley, nor for any 
community nor interest in the valley. We are 
offering the resources of the valley and its in- | 
dustrial centers for the use of the Government 
for war purposes. We are asking them to utilize 
our coal and'‘raw materials, our waterways and 
energies for quick victory. 

Since the Government controls the rails and 
the rivers, action depends upon Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, but the people of the valley should be 
ready and willing to co-operate to-the fullest 
extent of their resources of money and energy. 

Possible results in tonnage-carrying capacity 
and production make the cost of building fleets 
of river boats a bagatelle in comparison with rail- 
road construction and equipment. But railroads 
cannot be built and fully equipped nor can the 
equipment of existing railroads be made ade- 
quate for war needs for years. 

‘The waterways are necessities to meet the 
war emergency. They must be utilized.

President Wilson’s appointment of Charles EF. 
Hughes to assist the Department of Justice in 
investigating the aircraft situation will appeal in- 
stantly to the confidence and the patriotic spirit 
of the country.

TREASON IN FRANCE. 

\M. Duval, former editor of the Bonnet Rouge, 
is about to stand where his late associate, Bolo 
Pasha, stood—before a firing squad. A court- 
martial has found him guilty of treason and con- 
demned him to death. 

The crime of which he was convicted was 
doubly heinous. It is bad enough for a man to 
conspire against his own country when his mo- 
tives can be reconciled with his conscience, It 
is bad enough for a journalist to take advantage 
of the power of the press to mislead the public, 
even when his purposes are sincere. But when 
he betrays his country and misleads his people 
for personal gain, he has fallen into a bottomless 
pit of infamy. The most damning evidence 
against Duval was the big sum of money he 
brought with him from a visit to Switzerland. 


Bolo, but still bigger game is yet afoot and there 
are indications that Tiger Clemenceau—also an 
editor, by the way— has traced it to its lair and 
is about to pounce. Joseph Caillaux is yet to be 
tried and, until the courts pass upon his case, his 
innocence must be presumed. The whole de- 
featist program, with its hireling press and its 
slush fund and its pro-German propaganda was 
undoubtedly the creation of master minds. Cail- 
laux possesses all the qualifications of such lead- 
ership, and, guilty or innocent, is a man so pow- 
erful that it has required high courage upon the 
part of the Government even to tax him with the 
crime and place him upon his trial. 


German plot has-come to as complete a collapse 
as the famous Spanish conspiracy when the Duke 
of Orleans was regent for the young King Louis 
XV. Its relentless repression is a most healthful 
symptom for the allied cause.
